GROWERS BOARD 
TO SERVE AGAIN 


Huge Crop of Lemons Mar- 
keted, Manager Tells 
Meeting

ed president of the Upland 
Lemon Growers association, 
and John D. Howe was return- 
ed to the vice-presidency dur- 
ing the reorganization of the 
board of directors effected at 
& board meeting held this 
-morning.

That the past year has seen an | 


exceptionally large volume of lem- 
ons delivered to the packing 
house, was contained in the report |, 
given by L..R. Bradley, manager, 
at the annual meeting of the Up- 
Jand Lemon Growers yesterday at 
the packing house. Returns on | 
‘the first three pools were $674,- 
568.84. 

DIRECTORS REELECTED 

All directors were _ reelected, 
these being William Rohrig, John 
D. Howe, Gordon Nicholson, Wil- 
liam Vogle and Paul R. Daggs. 

“We have picked and received 
during the year, 1488 cars as com- 

pared with 1337 cars last year 
and 932 cars the previous year.” 
Mr. Bradley said. 

While it is difficult to antici- 
pate the total returns for the year, 
since there are 150 cars of fruit 
still in storage for pool 4, Mr. 
Bradley expects that volume of 
returns for the past year will ex- 
ceed that of a year ago. 

Pool 1 brought the best returns 
‘of any pool, in the three reported, 
with an average gross return per 
field box of $1.2214. Pool 2 brought 
73 3-4 per field ‘box, and pool 3, 
‘8546 cents. Average for the first 
three pools per field box was 854 
cents. ; 

Of Pool 1, 10 per cent went to 
by-products; of pool 2, 33% per 
cent to by-products; and pool 3, 
29 per cent, 

“In working under a prorate of 
shipments as we are, it is impera- 
tive to ship only fruit which will 
sell, delivered in the east, for more 
than $2.75 per box in order to re- 
turn to the grower more than 
fruit sent to the Products com- 
pany. We feel we have succeeded 
fairly well in doing this, as we 
have shipped very few, boxes 
which have sold for $2.75 or less,” 
‘tthe manager continued. 

“The last pick in pool 4 and the 
fruit we are now receiving in pool 
1 of the new year Is being culled 
very heavily at the washer,” said 
Mr. Bradley. “Only fruit which 
will grade Sunkist and Red Ball 
is going into storage.” 

California Fruit Growers Ex- 
change lemon storage at present 
is 4669 cars as compared to 729 
cars a year ago, 

PROGRAM IN SCHOOL 

Following the dinner, served in 
the packing house at noon, the 
members adjourned to the audi- 
torium of the Upland Elementary 
school house for the program and 
business meeting, presided over 
by Mr. Rohrig, president. Prin- 
cipal speakers, besides Mr. Brad- 
ley, were H. B. Harlow, manager 
of the Ontario-Cucamonga Fruit 
Exchange, and F. R. Wilcox, 
treasurer of the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange. 

That lemon’ growers will re- 
ceive better returns in the 1940- 
41 season than they have in re- 
cent years was predicted by Mr. 
Wilcox, A lemon pro-rate will 
not provide the entire solution 
for increased consumption, he 
said, and expressed the _ belief 
creation of new markets and new 
uses for lemons must be accom- 
plished through national adver- 
tising. He cited products which 
have completely disappeared 
from the horizon because manu- 
facturers considered they could 
hold a market without advertis- 
ing. 

PRO-RATE REQUIREMENTS 

If the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture decides to 
grant a federal pro-rate on lem- 
ons, following the recent _hear- 
ings in Los Angeles, it must first 
be approved by 80 per cent, on a 
volume basis, or 75 per cent, on 
a number basis, of growers, Mr 
Wilcox said.
